The Government’s cost of living 
index today rose to a new all- 
time high. Nearly a million work- 
ers whose wage vontracts are tied 
to the rise and fall of the index 
will receive a pay hike of 2 to 3 
cents an hour.

Some say today’s ceremony 
marks a more important religious 
event than the forming of the: 
World Council of Churches at 
Amsterdam, Holland. The Na- 
tional Council, they say, is an 
action . organization. 

“This National Council of 
Churches is the fruition of a 
spirit of unity which has long 
been growing,” said Dr. Ralph W. 
Sockman of New York, pastor of 
the Christ (Methodist) Church, 
last night, in "a sermon at the 
constituting convention’s opening 
worship service: 

“The religious world ha¢ been 
waiting and calling for some 
great act of faith to arouse and 
inspire the churches. This is the 
greatest forward step toward re- 
ligious unity which America has 
yet seen and it may well prove 
epochal.” 

Today’s action crowns the work 
of 10 years by eight inter- 
denominational church agencies 
and an idea that has been a part 
of the Protestant scene for 20 
years. 

The eight agencies which took 
the initiative in planning the 
council are the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ, For- 
eign Missions Conference, Home 
Missions Council, International 
Council of Religious Education, 
Missionary Education Movement, 
National Protestant Council on 
Higher Education, United Coun- 
cil of Church Women and the 
United Stewardship Council. 

This is what the National Coun- 
cil will do: 

Each of the eight chartef organ- 
izations—plus perhaps as many as 
nine other groups—will disband 
and join the National Council, 
which immediately will move into 
the vacated fields of religious 
work with its own department. 

Generally speaking, the staffs 
of the disbanding organizations 
will be kept by the National 
Council. 

Since the original organizations 
began working on their idea of 
unity, four other organizations 
have joined: The Church World 
Service, Inter-seminary Commit- 
tee, Protestant Film Commission, 
Protestant Radio Commission. 

Nationa® Council officials say 
“four or five others” are contem- 
plating joining. 

Dr. Sockmann offered a chal- 
lenge to the new organization last 
night. 

“Our individualistic and self- 
eentered religious attitudes must 
be replaced by enlistment in co- 
ordinated church activities,” he 
said. 

The council, he said, “parallels 
in American Protestantism the 
position of the United Nations in 
the international realm.” 

“The various communions,” he 
said, “are not losing their iden- 
tity. They are poining their mis- 
sionary, evangelistic -and a 
tional forces in order to do 
gether what no one can do ie 
arately. 

“This event represents more 
than a spirit of unity which we

312 IN 3 YEARS

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Eyes smarting from one of the 
year’s worst smog attacks, Cali- 
fornia legislators heard yesterday 
that smog is a killer. 

One doctor said there are more 
deaths on smoggy days than on 
clear. Another said smog may 
be a cause of lung cancer. 

The State Assembly Air and 
Water Pollution Committee was 
told by Dr. Clarence A. Mills, 
professor of experimental medi- 
cine at the University of Cincin- 
nati, that “hundreds of excess res- 


piratory deaths are taking place 
in the dirty parts of our cities 
every year.’ 


In Los Angeles county, Dr. | 
Mills said, a study of the years 
1947-48-49 showed a total of 312 
‘excess deaths from _ respiratory 
. and heart causes in smoggy 
periods. a 

The National Pictare. 

As to the national picture, Dr. 
Mills reported that when calcu- 
lations were made in the mid- 
1940s, there were more than 700 
respiratory deaths each year in 
Chicago than would have Oc | 
curred if the death rate of the| 
cleaner suburbs could have been | 
made to prevail also over the 
dirty districts. 

In Cleveland there were 250 
such excess deaths each year in 
the dirty districts; in Cincinnati 
about 100, and so on in each city 
studied, said Dr. Mills. 


Dr, Mills said that on Sept. 23, 
1949, known as “Black Friday” 
in Los Angeles because of the 
dense smog, 55 persons died of 
respiratory or cardiac diseases in 
Los Angeles county. He compared 
that figure with the average on 
a smog-free September day when 
he said 37 persons normally 
would die of such ailments. He 
attributed the 18 “excess deaths” 
as being “smog-associated.” 

The witness said the disasters 
of Donora, Pa., and Vera Cruz 
were the result of a brief period 
of contamination in contrast with 
local conditions. 

Could Cause Cancer. 

Dr. Harry Goldblatt, of Cedars 
of Lebanon Hospital, Hollywood, 
in discussing smog, said: “There 
are elements that could be pres 
ent. which, if breathed in every 


' 


day, could cause cancer of the 
lungs.” | 

He said physicians are forced | 
to retreat to the word “irritation” | 
when asked the cause of cancer. 
“Constant and everlasting irrita- 
tion leads to the development of 
cancer,” he said. Chemical studies 
have shown that exposed body 
tissues are affected by smog, he 
added. 

Gordon P. Larson, county smog 
control director, told/the commit- 
tee that smog here has been cut 
35 per cent in two years. 

But the legislators—with tears 
in their eyes—were dubious. Vis- 
ibility, due to the smog was only 
five-eighths of a mile. The assem- 
blymen ana witnesses virtually 
groped their way into the meet- 
ing. 


Result of “Dead Calm.” 
“Some of the worst meteoro- 
logical conditions of the year” 
were blamed by Larson for yes- 
terday’s smog. He pointed out 
there was no breeze to disperse 
fumes and the concentration had 
built up during the night because 
f a “dead calm” period. 


The fumes seeped into build- 
ings, caused discomfort among 
office workers and many reports 
of headaches. 

Dr. Irving Krick told the.com- 
mittee that the air pollution con- 
trol district here “has got a bull 
by the tail and industrial expan- 
sion is accelerating more rapidly 
than the sis aaa control pro- 

gram.’ 

He declared it " should be de- 
termined what air pollutants are 
detrimental to health and efforts 
should be concentrated on con- 
trolling them.

been repulsed in circumstances 
which make it clear that Chinese 
Communist armed forces totaling 
more than 200,000 men are now 
engaged in North Korea. They 
are supported by heavy reinforce- 
ments moving forward from be- 
hind the international boundary. 
It now appears doubtful that the 
war in Korea can be quickly con- 
cluded. 


It also appears clear beyond 
any doubt that what all the free 
world hoped was an interven- 
tion for limited purposes is in 
fact aggression, open and no- 
torious.

One Bright Spot 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


One bright spot in the otherwise dis- 
mal picture of menaced civil liberties 
under the McCarran anti-subversives 
law has been the consistent efforts of 
the judiciary to protect basic rights. 

The role of guardian of imperiled 
civil rights has fallen upon the judges. 
One of the men who recently experi- 
enced this responsibility was Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, who sustained a writ 
of habeas corpus filed by Mrs. William 
Sentner. 

Despite the fact that Mrs. Sentner is 
an alien and former member of the 
Communist party, this judge did not 
lose sight of the great democratic pro- 
vision imbedded in American law that 
a person taken into custody has a right 
to be brought before a court to deter- 
mine whether his liberty may be re- 
strained. 

As this and other cases indicate, the 
Attorney General's “discretionary pow- 
ers” under the security law may be an 
entering wedge whereby arbitrary rul- 
ings will kill off civil rights one by one. 

When the first cases under the Mc- 
Carran law come before the Supreme 
Court in the not-too-distant future, it 

is to be hoped that the justices will 
allow their consciences and the spirit 
of democratic ideals to be their guide— 
and not the gains of McCarthyism in 
the recent election.

What Can Be Done 


For the time being at least what may be done 
in Korea to produce a new defense against 
the vast flood of Chinese Communists depends 
on the valiant men under the U.N. flag—on 
them and any reinforcements and new arms 
which can be moved up immediately.. Here at 
home we may hope and we may pray for a 
quick turning point, but if there is to be one 
the veterans of the Pusan beachhead and Seoul, 
of Inchon and Pyongyang, will have to make it. 

There are, however, many things r the 
American people and their leaders of now 
that they have had that grim and perBaps un- 
precedented communique from Gen. MacArthur. 
Whether it is an “entirely new war,” as the U.N. 
Commander says, the wholesaie entry of Red 
Chinese into the fighting will be the beginning 
of a new war if it is not soon stopped. And that 
responsibility rests not on the heroes of the 
Korean war but on our diplomats in Washington 
and Lake Success. 

* . + 

The very first thing that should be done at 
U.N. is to give the newly-arrived representatives 
of Communist China full opportunity to speak 
up and out. 

The initial broadside by Peiping’s Wu” Hsiu- 
chuan in the United Nations was most discour- 
aging. Consequently the hearing for the Chi- 
nese Communists may be uttérly fruitless. But 
one speech is only a prelude to negotiation, 
and it is still far too early to predict what hon- 
est negotiation might produce. There still is 
more than a chance that the Chinese Commu- 
nists do not want war and will join in a diplo- 
matic effort to avert it. 

In any event, the record is all-important to 
peoples who love freedom and democracy and 
our record must show that we gave peace every 
fair and honorable opportunity to hold back 
another world war and its utterly unpredictable 
cost to civiljzation. 

Although opening the way for an immediate 
statement of the Red Chinese desires and inten- 
tions is of prime importance, immediate moves 
to rejoin British and American opinion are hard- 
ly less urgent. The lack of agreement between 
the two English-speaking peoples, even though 
it is not yet too old, is cause for genuine alarm. 

The British support the United States and 
U.N. on the defense of South Korea against 
Communist aggression. They are opposed, to 
war with the Red Chinese which, of course, the 
United States does not want either. Washington 
should make fullest use of London in the diplo- 
matic moves which may possibly achieve what 
force of arms has not yet won. 

Britain and the United States—and indeed all 
the democratic peoples of the world—have too 
much in common and too much at stake to per- 
mit Moscow to work the old technique of divide 
and conquer. Free peoples kept Hitler from 
using that strategy successfully. There is no 
more reason now for Washington and London 
to drift apart and so to play unwittingly the 
Kremlin’s game,

On the home front there is so much to do that 
what has been done so far is hardly a scratch 
on the surface. Wartime controls must come— 
for wages and prices and the use of manpower 
and womanpower. There must be rationing of 
food and materials. The draft must be stepped 
up quickly. Universal service must come. High- 
er taxes are inevitable. Austerity, certainly a 
far less comfortable standard of living, is part 
of it all. 

If we wait, we will allow inflation to sap 
severely all our efforts. If we wait, we will in 
effect tell Russia’s Communist dictators, who 
still are working through stooges, that we do 
not yet know we are in danger. 

The immediate salvage of Korea we must 
leave to soldiers who are far from us—to them 
and those responsible for political decisions 
which bear so heavily on the military situation. 
But there is work enough for everyone in the 
hard, grim, long, inescapable months ahead.

Enforcing the Safety Code 

Nine St. Louis hotels face the possible loss of 
their operating permits because they have not 
yet complied with the fire safety ordinance. 
Perhaps the citations may be enough to induce 
them to make the required changes. In any 
event, this is a matter in which public safety 
must take precedence over private convenience. 

The citations, issued on the recommendaiion 
of Director of Public Safety Dyer, cam hardly be 
called drastic. The names of the nine hotels 
were on a list of 32 previously reported in vio- 
lation of the law. All the others have. made a 
substantial start on the elimination of hazards. 

If a disastrous fire broke out in any of these 
nine hotels, there would be a hue and cry about 
the laxity of safety law enforcement. The pres- 
sure would really be put on the others. But the 
time to take precautions is before a disaster 
rather than after one. If anything, the City Hall 
has been too easy in connection with the hotel 
safety code. 
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Bavarians for Federation 


The Social Democratic gains in last Sunday's 
elections in Bavaria represented only 5 per cent 
of the total vote, as compared with the elections 
for the national parliament 15 months ago. And 
the Christian Social Union party, headed na- 
tionally by Chancellor Adenauer, lost less than 
2 per cent of its former vote. 

But even those relatively small changes be- 
come impressive enough when the Catholic, con- 
servative atmosphere of the state is remembered. 
A considerable number of Bavaria’s voters ap- 
parently have followed the lead of the voters of 
Hesse and Wuerttemberg-Baden in opposing not 
German rearmament of any kind but the condi- 
tions under which the United States and Britain 
have proposed the rearmament of Germany. 

The votes for the Socialists are votes against 
what Social Democrat Schumacher termed the 
“remilitarization of Germany.” This means the 
re-establishment of a military state, in which 
the people of Germany again would be op- 
pressed by military leaders. And Bavarians 
fear that the British and United States plan for 
rearmament does not provide enough safeguards 
against such an occurrence. 

What Bavaria’s voters seem to want as a pri- 


‘mary safeguard is the federation of Western 


Europe. This was spelled out in Munich and 
two smaller towns, where the overwhelming 
total of about 90 per cent of the voters cast their 
ballots in favor of a resolution for economic and 
political féderation. — 

This result, gratifying though it is, is hardly 
surprising. Chancellor Adenauer is for federa- 
tion. Social Democrat Schumacher favors feder- 
ation in effect by demanding equality of status 
in the world for Germans and binding commit- 
ments by the Western Allies to back up West 


Germany, Once these conditions have been met, . 


he is more likely to support German arms. 
Unfortunately, neither of his conditions would 


be met by the degree of relaxation of Allied 
controls proposed in the rumored revision of 
the Occupation Statute. Nor would the reported 
revision go far enough to satisfy most other 
Germans, because it still would retain Allied 
control of German foreign affairs. 

Even this problem would not loom as large 
as it does now if federation were to begin. 
Federation can begin through the Schuman 
plan for the pool of West Europe’s coal and 
steel. The first need of the moment is to put 
the plan into operation. 
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The South on Statehood 


Sometimes one wonders whether the white- 
supremacy politicians of the South are living in 
the twentieth century, or reviving the role of 
their predecessors in the nineteenth. 

Just as Southern leaders a hundred years ago 
fought the admission of new states unless their 
terms on slavery were met, so today a majority 
of Southern Democrats have banded together to 
fight statehood for Alaska and Hawaii. They 
fear that, if these states are admitted, four Sen- 
ate votes may be added to the majority which 
opposes the South’s recurrent filibuster against 
civil rights legislation. 

Shades of Kansas and Oregon and California! 
If this unprincipled maneuver succeeds, the 
Alaska-Hawaii statehood movement will have to 
start all over again in the next Congress. The 
committee work, the passage of the bills in the 
House, all the preliminaries which have brought 
these two territories within an eyelash of state- 
hood will have to be gone through again. It 
is a shocking use of minority power. ; 

A hundred years ago the preface to the Civil 
War was being written by Southern politicians 
who saw every issue in terms of slavery. As 
the nation expanded westward, the South re- 
opened the old fight over slavery extension in 
the new territories. The motives of its leaders 
were complex, but one powerful motive was the 
desire to protect the South’s political power by 
endeavoring to extend slavery westward as rap- 
idjy as non-slave states were formed in the 
Northwest. 

It was a losing battle from the start. Slavery 
was a dying institution that could not compete 
against the dynamic forces of the North. 

Today some Southern politicians have attached 
themselves to another dying cause, the attempt 
to deny full civil rights to that section of the 
population whose ancestors were once enslaved. 
And it appears that some of them insist on 
measuring every issue in terms of the civil 
rights controversy. 

We do not know how Hawaiian and Alaskan 
Senators would vote on the civil rights fili- 
buster. We do know that how some future 
Senator might vote on any issue should have 
nothing whatever to do with the present ques- 
tion of admitting Hawaii and Alaska. 

That question should be decided on its merits. 
The Southerners who insist on entangling it 
with the civil rights question should take a 
lesson from history. 
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Visually Clear 

Thanks to the recent agreement between 
France, Britain and the United States for the 
release of certain atomic information, it is now 
possible to know what a reactor looks like.

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For Want of Rent Control—? 


The Eighty-second Congress will almost cer- 
tainly be compelled to deal with rent control. 
Jf it did not do so it would present a picture 
of callous disregard for the plight of millions 
of renters, many of them placed at the mercy 
of rent profiteers by virtue of having been 
drafted into the armed services of their country. 

President Truman’s proposal of a 90-day ex- 
tension would give the Congress convening in 
January a chance to deal with a rent control 
situation substantially no worse than exists at 
present. The alternative is to present the new 
Congress with an _ all-but-irremediable mess 
caused by the lapse of federal rent control] in 
nearly 3000 communities in the few days be- 
tween the two sessions. \ 

It will be relatively easy to continue the con- 
trols which now are set to lapse on Dec. 31. To 
reinstate them after they had lapsed would be 
a tremendous task, the cost of which would 
be sheer waste. 

Some 600 communities have voted to continue 
their rent controls. Since they did so, the situa- 
tion centering in Korea has intensified the need 
for rent control all over the United States, par- 
ticularly in the areas where growing defense 
facilities are creating housing shortages. The 
vast majority of communities have had no 
chance to vote on the rent control needs grow- 
ing opt of this situation and they will be un- 
protected unless Congress acts now. 

Republican Senators and Representatives who 
are disposed to play the obstructionist role 
should remember that they extended rent con- 
trol to the end of next January in the District 
of Columbia, where they do their own renting. 
There, the new Congress will have the superior 
opportunity which the President is asking the 
old Congress to give to the country as a whole. 

Are there members who want the idea to get 
around that they deal more tenderly with their 
own rental problems than with those of their 
constituents? 
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Labor and the Hacks 


One labor leader who is not kidding himself 
about the Nov. 7 election is George Baldanzi, 
executive vice president of the Textile Workers 
Union. He told the CIO convention that labor 
took a licking at the election because it had 
been induced by the Democratic party to indorse

great standing.” 

You do not have to look hard for examples. 
In New York, Tammany’s candidate against Goy. 
Dewey was a machine Congressman who had 
scarcely been heard of before his nomination.

In Chicago, 
the party got itself disastrously involved by 
supporting for sheriff a man who had got rich 
as a policeman.

When Congress passed the new eco- 
nomic-control act last September, Truman 
promptly named Symington chief of de- 
fense mobilization to administer it.

wishes and resigned as Secretary of the 
Air Force. to take over the NSRB, few 
people had heard of the board.

Plan One organizes the materials, blue- 
prints, skilled workmen, and trained pro- 
duction superintendents to gear the nation 
into war production within 30 days. A 
sample of the tricky problems Symington 
must solve quickly is fuel for our deadly 
guided missiles, most of which require an 
acid and aniline compound that has virtu- 
ally no peacetime use. 

The NSRB must be sure that there are 
always on hand enough critical chemicals 
to power hundreds of thousands of guided 
missiles, erfough trained chemists and

Since the NSRB knows where the re- 
sources are located, Symington has already 
stockpiled millions of dollars’ worth of key 
materials from every corner of the globe. 


Job With “Side Lines” 


Plan Two also involves a delicate bal- 
ance between war needs.and energy to 
keep the home fires burning. The board 
must give sure answer’ to such tough ques- 
tions as, “What is the least amount of 
food that workers must have to sustain 
themselves and families?” “How long can 
humans work at top speed?” “How long 
will thé industrial plant operate around 
the clock without wearing out?” 

As if these questions were not enough, 
Symington has “side lines” to his job, such 
as co-ordinating the economic defense ef- 
fort of the U.S. with its Allies. With his 
nice understanding of words, Symington 
“economic countermeasures.” 
Bluntly, this means grabbing strategic ma- 
terials and keeping them from Russia and 
her satellites.

(Dodd, Mead & Co., New York, 312 pgs., $3.) 

It was a complicated case, that of An- 
drea Fields. To start with, through no. 
fault of her own, she was a woman. In 
the second place, by her own choosing, 
she was a doctor. That was where the 
complications came in. It was at a time 
when there was a good deal of doubt .- 
whether a woman could at the same time 
be a woman and a doctor without serious 
consequences. To resolve the doubt, or 
confound it, Dr. Elizabeth Seifert was 
called in. If anybody could handle the 
case she could, for she was what might 
be called a specialist in dealing with doc- 
tors’ troubles. 

When Dr. Seifert took the case of An- 
drea Fields it was pretty far advanced. 
At the age of 27 she had, willy-nilly, be-

Dr. Seifert saw how it was and she 
had her work cut out for her to keep 
Andrea from succumbing to Luke’s non- 
professional charms which would be fatal 
to her professional career. She was 
threatened with what might be called 
Lukemia. Her resistance was good, up to 
a point. But would she collapse at that | 
point. The suspense was rather terrible. - 
There were times when it looked like she 
was going to ditch the doctor business and 
go all out as a woman. Once or twice she 
nearly did, but not quite. The prognosis 
was not too favorable, but Dr. Seifert 
never gave up. She was pulling for a 
happy ending. If she knew how she was 
going to cure the complication she didn't |. 
let on. 

It took a crisis, nothing less than an 
operation on his own child, to cure Dr. 
Luke and give Dr. Andrea a chance to 
survive as a woman and a doctor. We 
have only Dr. Seifert’s word for it that 
Dr. Luke was really cured and a doubt on 
that point might be indulged. In the 
meantime, Andrea found an antidote in 
the person of still another man who was 
capable of being at the same time a doctor 
and a gentleman and so it appeared finally 
that Andrea would make a go of it as a 
doctor and as a woman. 

Novelist Seifert is at her best in “The 
Story of Andrea Fields,” in depicting the 
human and professional stresses of hospi- 
tal life and in the related lives of the men 
and women on the fringe of that field. As 
always, she has thorough control of her 
materials, down to the niceties of interior 
decoration and the coloration of her char- 
acters and scenes.

Center, 3414 Lindell boulevard, 
has been asked to collect 3000 
pints in addition to its current 
quota of 4500 pints a month, it 
was announced by J. Garneau 
Weld, chairman of the St. Louis 
Chapter of the Red Cross. 

The new monthly total of 7500 
pints represents three requests 
from the Department of Defense 
since Aug. 28 when air shipments 
to the Koréan front began. Ship- 
ments include both whole blood 
and plasma.

Weld said, “the Regional Blood 
Center is staffed and equipped to 
accommodate this greatly aug-

Best Strategists 
Usually in Stands. 


1 NINFORMED baseball fans 
D consider strategy of great 
importance and that phase 
of a manager’s job does make 
for good conversation and end- 
less arguments. But the man 
who has played baseball for a 
few years, or followed it closely, 
with access to the dugout, 
knows that baseball strategy, 
like southern hospitality, home 
cooking and the State of Texas, 
is greatly exaggerated. 

Baseball men know that time 
and percentages have proved 
that it is good strategy to play 
for several runs in early .in- 
nings, and that the sacrifice, the 
try for one run, should be de- 
ferred until late stages of the 
game. But the amateur strate- 
gist, the guy who criticizes 
managers loudly, takes a game 
after it is played and perhaps 
lost by one run, and replays 
it. If there had been a sacri- 
fice in the first inning, a run 
would have resulted. Then that 
game would have been a tie. 
It wouldn't have been lost. The 
manager, therefore, was a 
dummy. He should have sacri- 

. ficed in the first inning. If 25 
games are lost by one run, the 
manager can be proved by the 
amateur or grandstand manag- 
ers to have been a dummy 25 
times. It’s really strange that 
the bum wasn’'t-fired by June 1. 

That’s the way with most 
strategy. There are well-known 
and sound rules of baseball 
strategy. Most players learn 
them quickly. There are dif-

Seem to Lose in Time. 
W axa’ seen a lot of good 


and bad managers through 

the years and strangely 
enough the good manager of 
one year frequently has become 
a poor manager and been fired 
a year or two later. 


Branch Rickey undoubtedly 
was the smartest man we ever 
saw in a manager’s job. But 
Branch never won a pennant. 
Rogers Hornsby won with the 
1926 Cardinals. He hasn't won 
a big league pennant since that 
year. Gabby Street won pen- 
nants in 1930 and 1931 and de- 
spite the same managerial 
astuteness in 1932 the Cardi- 
nals were a sorry second-divi- 
sion team. 

We'd rank Leo Durocher as 
one of the smartest field lead- 
ers. He is'a master at the fine 
art of mixing surprises with 
sound baseball strategy. Billy 
Southworth knows how to use 
the material in hand. With fast 
Cardinal teams, and excellent 
pitching, he would bunt for a 
single run early in a game. 
One or two runs usually suf- 
ficed for those teams. But that 
same squad, six years older, 
lacked the .pitching and the 
speed. Dyer had to use dif- 
ferent strategy. 

Summing up, it really doesn’t 
make too much difference about 
the Cardinal manager for 1951. 
Marty Marion could do as well 
as anybody, perhaps. Johnny

I should like now to put some 
questions to the Chinese Commu- 
nist representative; first, a group 
of questions relating to Korea and 
second a group of questions relat- 
ing to Formosa. 

With regard to Korea: 

Can the representative tell us 


| how many Chinese Communist 


troops have entered Korea and 
are there now? 

What is the organization of 
these troops? 

It is quite clear to the United 
Nations forces that they are in 
fact organized into units. The 
units have been identified and 
their numbers cited in the spe- 
cial report of the unified com- 

mand to the Security Council 
of Nov. 5. The news this morn- 
ing makes it quite clear that 

Chinese Communist forces in 
Korea are organized on an 
army, corps and divisional 
basis. Does the representative 
still maintain that these forces 
are composed only of volun- 
teers? 

Will the representative tell 
the Security Council how long 
the Peiping regime has been 
planning and preparing this ag- 
gression? It is apparent to any- 
one that an operation of this 
kind is not organized in a few 
days or weeks. It must be true 
that these troops were trained 
and equipped as a disciplined 
fighting force over a long per- 
jod and that their attack was 
carefully prepared. Was all 
this being done while the Peip- 
ing radio was protesting the 
peaceful intentions of the Peip- 
ing regime? 

If the representative persists 
in telling us that the interven- 
tion was entirely voluntary, can 
he explain to us the voluntary 
manner in which their supplies 
have been organized, dispatched 
across the frontier and distrib- 
uted?

so far as necessary for achieving 
the objectives of stability through- 
out Korea and the establishment 
(of a unified, independent and 
| free government in the sovereign 
State of Korea.” 

The resolution also affirms that 
it is the policy of the United Na- 
tions to hold the Chinese frontier 
inviolate and fully to protect Chi- 
nese and Korean interests in the 
frontier zone. It requests the 
United Nations commission for 
the unification and rehabilitation 
of Korea “to consider urgently 
and to assist in the settlement of

Will the authorities at Peiping 
respond to the central paragraph 
of the draft resolution before the 
Council? . . . Note how simple 
it is for a peace-loving country to 
carry out what is stated therein. 
That paragraph reads as follows: 

“The Security Council calls 
upon all states and authorities 
. » » to refrain from assisting or 
encouraging the North Korean au- 
thorities, to prevent their na- 
tionals or individuals or units of 
their armed forces from giving 
assistance to North Korean forces 
and to cause the immediate with- 
drawal of such national, individ- 
uals or units which might pres- 
ently be in Korea.” 


Well, we have been told that 
the Soviet Union would vote 
against that resolution. If so, we 
understand that means a veto of 
the resolution. But, nevertheless, 
it represents the conscience of 
the people of the world. And does 
this Peiping regime recognize the 
conscience of the people of the 
world as something that it ought 
to give weight to? 


Will the authorities at Peiping 

. . defy the United Nations, thus 
further endangering international 
peace and security? 

The answer to this question 
may determine whether the Ko- 
rean conflict will be brought to 
a speedy end, or whether it will 
rage on, thus heightening the 
danger that it may spread and in- 
volve neighboring areas. 


The Formosa Question. 


The unified command has... 
maintained in force its instruc- 
tions strictly prohibiting United 
Nations aircraft from crossing the 
Korean frontier, and has taken 
every precaution to avoid any vio- 
lation of Chinese territory. This 
continues to be the case despite 
the extensive use of Chinese ter- 
ritory as a base for both ground 
and air operations against the 
United Nations forces in Korea. 


With regard to Formosa, it is 
clear from the statements I have 
already cited that United States 
action in connection with Formosa 
is not “blood-thirsty aggression,” 
invasion or blockade. I have al- 
ready quoted statements by the 
President of the United States 
showing that the dispatch of the 
Seventh Fleet to the Formosa 
strait was designed to neutralize 
Formosa and to prevent the ex- 
tension of the Korean conflict. 
The Government of China that is 
recognized by my Government 
and by a majority of the members 
of the United Nations & in ef- 
fective control of the island of 
Formosa. 

The United States has stationed 
no combat ground or air forces 
on Formosa. There are 44 United 
States military personnel on For- 
mosa, not combat units but mili- 
tary attaches and liaison person- 
nel. This is hardly an invasion 
in the understood sense of the 
word. As for the charge of block- 
ade, the plain fact is that no 
United States naval vessel has 
interfered in any way with the 
entry into or departure from any 
Formosan port of any vessel. The 
sole mission of the United States 
Seventh fleet is to prevent any 
attack from the mainland on For- 
'mosa or from Formosa upon the 
mainland. My Government has 
stated repeatedly that this action 
in no way compromises the future 
status of Formosa. 

We should like to ask the rep- 
resentatives: 

What are the intentions of the 
regime he represents towards 
Formosa? 

Will that regime pledge itself 
to accept a peaceful settlement of 
the question, or does it intend to 


risk the grave disturbance of in- 
ternational peace and security by 
a warlike act? 

The United Nations objectives 
in the Far East, as everywhere in 
the world, are to maintain inter- 
national peace and security. The 
United Nations way with disputes 
is to seek every means of settling 


them peacefully, through media-| Army in 


tion, conciliation and agreement 
by negotiation. But the United 
Nations is not to be coerced. 

The Chinese Communist re- 
gime, by its actions as well as by 
its statements, has caused grave 
doubts to arise in the minds of 
people all over the world. What 
the United Nations now seeks is 
an assurance of the peaceful in- 
tent of the regime at Peiping. 
More important than that assur- 
ance, it seeks deeds which will 
demonstrate that its intent is 
genuine. 

Only if these deeds are forth- 
coming can China’s neighbors, and 
the people of the world, feel-as- 
sured that peace and security will 
be restored to the Far East. 
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vind final end as long as the 
C Communists 

support their Indochinese com- 
rades. And the worst, rather than 
the best, may still happen — a 
decisive defeat of the French 
Indochina, before any 
effective nationalist force can be 
organized. 

If and when this happens, the 
United States will be faced with 
a terrible choice. We could try 
to hold Indochina with American 
troops, which could have disas- 
trous effect, politically and stra- 
tegically, or we could abandon 
Indochina, the key to Southeast 
Asia, to its fate. This would mean 
in effect that we had lost the 
war in the Pacific, the war which 
only so recently we fought so 
long and hard to win.

Ho’s army has already proved 
that the French “strong points” 
along the border were really 
weak. points, and one after an- 
other the French border fortifica- 
tions have fallen. The important 
port of Haiphong, the major city 
of Hanoi, and the whole vital 
rice-growing Red River delta are 
now seriously menaced. 

The French reaction to these 
defeats has been one of the few 
bright spots in the whole dark 
picture. Only a few weeks ago, 
the French were hinting broadly 
that they were getting ready to 
abandon Indochina to its Com- 
munist fate. Now the French 
government is preparing to re- 
inforce its 150,000-man army in 
Indochina with at least 25,000 
specialists in artillery, tank, and 
air combat. About half the 
French fleet is also to be sent 
to Indochina, to blockade the 
part of the coast held by Ho Chi 
Minh. 

What is in the long run more 
important, the French now seem 
to be ready to face the real facts 
of their political situation. The 
essential fact is that there can 
be no military solution in Indo- 
china as long as the mass of the 
intensely nationalist population 
supports Ho Chi Minh. For as 
long as this is so, Communist 
guerrillas based on the popula- 
tion can offer Ho’s newly organ- 
ized conventional army the mar- 
gin of eventual victory. 

Both French High Commis- 
sioner Pignon in Indochina, and 
French Foreign Minister Schu- 
man in Paris, have recognized 
this. Accordingly, bar a last min- 
ute change of heart, the French 
are now preparing to offer Indo- 
china real independence on a 
definite time-table, with a large 
nationalist army under the in- 
dependent command of _  Indo- 
chinese Emperor Bao Dai pro- 
gressively taking over from 
French troops the task of fight- 
ing Ho Chi Minh’s Communists. 

The target is a 200,000-man 
nationalist Indochinese army, to 
be created within 18 months. 
This army will be very largely 
armed with American weapons. 
Already far more has been allo- 
cated to Indochina out of mili- 
tary aid program funds than most 
people realize—the figure is still 
secret, but it is reliably reported 
to approach a third of a billion 
dollars. 

Even so, the best that can be 
hoped for in Indochina is a long- 
drawn-out civil war, which can

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


that the “concealed 
hand” bonus‘ of 100 points is 
seldom worth playing for. That is, 
it’s of little value as a bonus. But 
that does not mean. that you 
should disregard the various ad- 
vantages of going out concealed. 
For example, you hold: 


ANASTA players’ generally 
C azree 


You need 120 for your initial 
meld. Though your hand is fully 
matched, you can’t reach such a 
count without melding every card 
and that would be illegal — it 
would put you out, and you have 
no canasta. 


If you were playing a normal 
game, to get the pack, you would 
save pairs and in your subsequent 
discards you would discard one of 
each of the triplets. But the re- 
quirement of 120 and the nature 
of your hand make it wise to play 
for a. complete canasta in your 
hand, so that you can go out con- 
cealed. So this time you throw a 
four or a seven—it doesn’t matter 
which—and on subsequent turns 
you will break up the pair you 
have left, rather than split one of 
your matched triplets. (Remem- 
ber, in a concealed hand you can 
meld only two ranks, because 
seven of your-eleven cards will be 
needed to make the canasta and 
you cannot get two different 
‘melds out of the remaining four 
or five cards.) Then, if you draw 
a fourth card to one of your trip- 
lets, and perhaps another wild 
card, you will be out concealed 
and end the play before the op- 
ponents can get started. 


Question: When the last card of 
the stock has been drawn and the 
next player cannot take the pre- 
vious discard, may he nevertheless 
meld whatever is meldable of the 
cards left in his hand? * 

Answer: No. The play ends 
whenever, with no stock remain- 


that one of the cards he has just 
taken in a pack is to be his dis- 
card. Then, forgetting that he has 
already discarded, at the conclu- 
sion of his turn he discards an- 
other card from his hand. May he 
now choose which he will discard 
and which shall be the penalty 
card? 

Answer: No. His first discard 
stands; the second becomes the 
penalty card. As such it must be 
melded or discarded at,the play- 
er’s next turn. 

Question: A player discards two 
cards by mistake, and discovers 
the error by the “feel” of the 
extra discard. May he pick up the 
extra card without penalty, or is it 
automatically a penalty card? 

Answer: It is automatically a 
penalty card, under the laws, even 
though it may not have been pos- 
sible for the partner to see its 
face. However, in most games such 
a penalty would be waived, for the 
purpose of penalties is to compen- 
sate for possible injuries to the 
non-offending side, and in such a 
case clearly no injury had been 
done.

The first Bartok quartet was composed in 1907, the last in 1939. 
All are mature, firmly organized, replete with imaginative use of 
the material and technical inventiveness, all are definitely “twen- 
tieth century” works. In each case the composer works with 
‘thematic ideas which are expanded and transformed with a variety 
of effects but which add up to a coherent musical argument. Those 
who are approaching Bartok for the first time should not be satisfied 
merely with his unusual sonorities and his rhythmic drive. A second 
and third playing brings the general design progressively closer. 
The Juilliard Quartet gives excellent performances in all six 
quartets; the recording is uniformly excellent.
